Many upholstery fabrics in

feneral use today are still 
dentified by name-types 

which originated centuries 
ago. Here is a lost of t h c 
more popular ones.

Most of these are woven 
cf any of a variety of yarns, 
today. Weaves also may be 
developed in textured yarns 
that add to the design inter­ 
est.

Armure   Has a small 
rai'-wl satin pattern on a 
twill background. The name 
is derived from the French 
word arumure, suggesting 
that like amor the pattern is 
linked.

Brocade   Denotes a pat­ 
tern which appears to be em­ 
broidered on the surface of 
satin, damask or twill weave. 
Real silver and gold threads 
were used in the ancient" fab­ 
rics. Today synthetic, tarnish

proof ' threads give us the 
same glitter effect. It is 
thought European weavers 
learned the art from the Per­ 
sians, who learned from the 
Chinese. The French word 
brocher, meaning a kind of 
embroidery, is the basis for 
the term brocade.

Brocatelle   The large 
raised or embossed pattern 
is created by linen or othor 
heavy threads on the back. 
They are pulled tighter than 
the face threads to create the 
raised pattern. The fabric 
originated in the 13th Cen­ 
tury and is thought to have 
been in imitation of tooled 
leathers which were very 
popular.

Chintz   A fine cotton 
weave with printed pattern 
in many or few colors. It 
originated in. India and the 
word comes from Sanskrit

chilra, moaning spotted. To­ 
day, for upholstery, chintz is 
often quilted, with a chain 
embroidery sitch around cer­ 
tain parts of the pattern.

Crewel   Wool embroid­ 
ery in lai'ge pattern of flow­ 
ers, vines and birds in many 
colons and heavy unbleached 
cotton or linen. Originated in 
the early Kith Century. The 
designs complement Early 
American furniture and are 
now often printed, as well as 
embroidered.

Frise - - A fabric surface 
covered with tightly spaced 
loops of yarn such as mohair, 
nylon, rayon or heavy cot­ 
ton, or a mixture of them.

Tapestry A heavy woven 
fabric with multi-colored pat­ 
tern, achieved by inserting 
colored threads for the pat­ 
tern only. Formerly made of 
wool, now generally made of

heavy cotton. Tapestries are 
among the oldest known tex­ 
tile types. The form of weav­ 
ing dates back to the fifth! 
Century. They d e p i c t e'd \ 
scenes and during the middle! 
ages were used to cover walls] 
for beauty and extra insula-) 
tion. | 

Trapunto   A design out­ 
lined and quilted on plain 
fabric, such as heavy satin. 
The pattern is filled or stuf­ 
fed on the reverse side. Orig­ 
inated in Italy as a means of 
displaying family crests on 
chair backs, spreads and val­ 
ances.
